He had a_ considerable 
wrench put on his nerves when a 
voice came out of the end of the 
pipe right at his ear:

He 
dug some more and finally unearth- 
ed a pine box, the length of a man’s 
body and about three feet wide. 
The bamboo pipe led through an 
opening into the box. The police- 
man pried off the cover of the box, 
securely nailed down, and dumped 
the self-appointed corpse out. 

Yamada Katsutaro, the man who 
would thus have died, told the pre. 
fect of police that he had wanted 
to die in a seemly fashion because 
he was out of work. The lack of 
food had suggested to him the prac- 
ticability of starving himself to 
death, but in order to be sure that 
he should accomplish this purpose 
he had determined to bury him- 
self in a securely nailed coffin and 
await the ravages of hunger. He 
didn’t want to suffocate first, hence 
the bamboo-pipe. 

The day before the policeman 
discovered him, Yamada said, he 
proeured the box and tho cervice of 
a coolie. Then he dug the hole out 
on Egeyama and after giving the 
coolie his obi and fifty sen, his last 
bit of money, he was nailed up in 
his coffin, lowered into the grave 
and covered under six feet of soil. 

Yamada promised never to try 
burying himself alive again and the 
police let him go.

Mow the Character and asamtity of 
@ Ration Affect the flew. 

The dairy industry has perhaps 
ceavhed a higher stage of scientific de 
velopment than any other branch of 
agriculture. Either purposely or un 
knowingly most dairymen with whom 
this branch of agriculture is a busi- 
hess proposition closely follow the 
practices laid down as a result of the 
great amount of scientific investiga- 
tion which has been devoted to the 
many pbases of milk production, 
writes the agricultural editor of the 
Chicago Tribune. In spite of this there 
ere elementary principles which many 
good and successful dalrymen do not 
understand or upon which there are 
radical differences of opinion, based 
upon practical experience, 

All dairymen know that the dairy 
cow must be liberally fed in order that 
she be stimulated to her best produc- 
tion of milk and recognize that she ts 
rarely given more of palatable and nu- 
tritious feed than she will pay for at 
the milk pail. The effect of quantity 
of feed in increasing or decreasing the 
volume of milk flow is understood, but 
the effects of variation of feed upon 
the constituent elements of the mill 
ow are less understood. Many dairy: 
wen firmly believe that butter fat oF 
‘he solids in milk can be changed by 

hanges in character of feed and in 
che nutritive elements which it con- 
tains, frequently claiming personal ex- 
perlence as a foundation for the belief. 

Possibly the most common belief is 
‘hat sneculent feed causes a thinner— 
.at is, more watery—milk, the volume 

eing increased, but the richness, per- 

entage of butter fat or of solid ele- 
vents being correspondingly smaller. 

‘fany and careful experiments, both in 
‘his country and abroad, demonstrate 
beyond a doubt that the butter fat 
ontent is not decreased by succulent 
feed. Taking grass as an example, It 
« clearly established that the percent- 

ze of butter fat is equally large iv 
milk from a cow fed on the most suc- 
culent of June grass as in milk from 
the same cow fed on hay. In fact, va- 
tions experiments seem to indicate a 
small fraction more butter fat from the 
grass feed, but the difference is more 
properly chargeable to the favorable 
effect upon the nervous system of sun- 
light, pleasant weather and outdoor 
life enjoyed by the cow on pasture. 
The point is that succulent food does 
not form watery milk. 

Experiments in feeding distillery 
slops, a most watery feed, further con- 
firm the conclusion that butter content 
is not affected. The conclusion is in- 
evitable that succulent feeds have ne 
unfavorable effect upon milk composi- 
tion, though it is possible that much 
diluted food, like distillery slops, brew- 
ers’ grains or pomace fed in large quan- 
titles for long periods, might prove in- 
jurioas through physical derangements, 

It is probable that so many dairymep 
who hold erroneous opinions as to the 
possibility of affecting the quality of 
‘heir milk by the character of their 
feed are led into the error because a 
marked improvement of the ration 
leads to a greatly yw flow and 
consequeat larger total t content. 
Phe correctness of the data established 
»y careful records is supparted by nat- 
iral laws. In nature the function of 
ullk is the nurture of the young. If it 
were subject to constant variation is 
onstituent elements, with changes ip 
‘ood quality, the existence of the young 
would be constantly threatened. 

To improve the quality of the milk, 
he constant aim of the successful dal- 
yman, he must look te breed and net 
to feed. Constant selection of strains 
of blood, made with a view to butter 
fat records, is the only way to improve 
ment. The question of feed relates 
solely to the volume of milk flow.

In actual work we have a condition 
where the patron is at one end of a 
seesaw, the customer at the other and 
the cheesemaker in the middle, trying 
ts keep both ends even, 

Av avergge cheesemaker can take 
good milk and make a good cheese, but 
it needs no prophet nor the son of a 
prophet to foresee that dirty, tainted 
milk will make a poor cheese in spite 
of the efforts of the most successfui 
among you. 

The cheesemaker’s ability to change 
the quality of his milk is limited. He 
can neither pasteurize nor sterilize. 
The little he can do with a starter to- 
ward impgoving conditions does not 
have a marked influence on the quality 
of milk if it is poor in the beginning. 
So his skill is largely dependent on the 
personal habits of from twenty to six- 
ty men who supply him with his raw 
material, and it naturally follows that 
ke must take an interest in things out- 
side the factory whether he desires it 
or not. 

Salting Cheese. 
* Good dairy salt, not too fine, should 
be added at the rate of two to three 
pounds of sait to the curd obtained 
from 1,000 pounds of milk. Great yd

Synopsis of Canadian North-west 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 

Any even numbered sections of 
Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 
ing 8 and 26, notreserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of the family, or any 
male over 18 yearsof age, to the 


extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, 


Application for entry must be 
made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district in which 
the land is situated, Entry by 
proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on certain conditions by 


homesteader. 


The homesteader is required to 
pertorm the homestead duties under

(1) At least six months’ resid- 
ence upon and cujtivation of the 


land in each year for three years, 

(2) A homesteader may, if he 
so desires, perform the required 
residence duties by living on farm.
